A  hardy  drought  resistant  grass  that  is  ideal  for  lawns  in 
the  groat  plains  area.  It  spreads  freely  by  stolons.  Plants 
set  out  a  foot  apart  will  cover  the  intervening  space  in  one 
growing  season.  North  Dakota  plants  at  40^  per  hundred; 
$3.50  per  thousand. 
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
